Tiom. M. Estee and Othera, Committee | 
—GENTLEMEN: Inmaking formal accept- ; 
ance of my nomination as Republican can- | 
didate for the Vice-Presidency, I desire to | 
express my grateful appreciation of the | 
confidence reposed in me by the conven- 
tion. The duties devolving upon the Vice- 
Presidest, as presiding officer of the Sen- | 
ate, and in certain contingencies as a 
participant inthe legislation of Congress, 
Inake it proper that the people should know | 
distinctly and unreservedly the political | 
views of the candidate who may be pre-| 
sented for their suffrages.

The Political Outlook in the Santa Ana 


The outlook tor the Republican party 
in the Santa Ana Valley is very bright. 
The former large Republican majority 
has been greatly increased by the im- 
migration to that valley during the 
last four years. What particularly 


Democracy of that section is the har- 
mony which prevails there among the 
Republicans. <All factions are fully 
united on the whole Republican ticket. 
Notwithstanding the confidence in this 
majority, entire reliance has not been 
had. upon it for victory, but a careful 
canvass has been made for non- 
registered Republicans, whose names 
were nearly all secured in time, and 
placed upon the book of political life. 
The plans are completed to get out 
every Republican vote on election day, 
as not only a majority is wanted, but 
‘as large a majority as possible,in ordér 
to secure the full share of delegates 
in future appointments. 

.The city of Santa Ana has two ac- 
tive Republican clubs, who have kept 
alive the interest in the campaign, but, 
owing toa lack of speakers, that end 
of the county has not enjoyed as much 
exposition of political doctrines as it 
should have had. 

The Santa Ana Valley is in the 
Thirty-ninth Senatorial District. The 
Democratic candidate for which office 
is Victor Montgomery, a resident at- 
torney of Santa Ana city. The best 
calculations‘are that Mr. Mortgomery, 
by reason of his long residence and ex- 
tensive acquaintance in the Santa Ana 
Valley, may win twenty Republican 
votes in his home—not more. Against 
him is J. E. MeComas of Pomona, who 
will draw from forty to fifty Demo- 
cratic votes in his locality. Mr. Me- 
Comas is an old Union soldier, which 
will give him the stalwart Republican 
vote of the district. Ilis plain and 
outspoken position on the taritf 
question will give him many votes 
of peoplé pursuing. those indus- 
tries in his district, such as the wool, 
orange and raisin men, whose interests 
are directly affected by the tariff. Mr. 
Montgomery’s position on this question 
was well defined in his speech of ac- 
ceptance before the Democratic County 
Convention. After indorsing the Mills 
Bill, he referred to his residence ina 
raisin-producing district, and said: “If 
the reform intended by that bill were 
ruin, 1, as a Democrat, would weleome 
such ruin!’ Such language may sound 
well in a Democratic pow-wow, but 
certainly is not sound doctrine, and it 
will be very strange if it should be in- 
dorsed by the voters of the Thirty- 
ninth Senatorial District. Mr. Me- 
Comas, after a personal canvass of the 
whole district from Pasadena to Capis- 
trano, is confident of success, particu- 
larly as the full Republican vote will 
be polied, it being a DPresidential year. 

The Seventy-eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict embraces the Santa Ana Valley, 
and here both candidates are found. 
Col. E. E. Edwards is the Republican 
candidate, and once held the oftice. 
Every time he has run he has hada 
majority in this Assembly District. 
Like Mr. McComas, he is an old Union 
soldier, and commands the full support 
of that element and their friends. 
Like most Republicans, Col. Edwards 
issound on the tariff question. If he 
and Mr. MeComas should go to the 
Lezislature and be called upon to eleet 
a United States Senator, there is, no 
doubt as to their choosing a man upon 
those principles. Protectionists should 
consider these things in voting for 
Legislators. 

Against Col. Edwards is W. M. Mc- 
Fadden of Anaheim, who is fully cog- 
‘nizant of the large Republican major- 
ity in his district, and. unnoubtedly 
| feels correspqndingly discouraged. Mr. 
' McFadden is heartily in sympathy with 
'the tariff theories of his partv, which 
alone entitles him to defeat.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Oct. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Senate.—The resolution 
offered by Mr. Call on the 27th of Septem- 
ber, instructing the Committee on Epidemic 
Diseases to. consider and report additional 
legislation to prevent. the importation of 
contagious diseases, was taken up and Mr. 
Call spoke on it. 

Mr. Pascoe offered. an amendment direct- 
ing the committce to inquire further into 
the introduction of yellow fever into Flor- 
ida and other States during the present 
year. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Call 
read a letter from Dr, Reed suggesting spir- 
its of ammonia as a method of cure and pre- 
vention; and recommending that some _ac- 
tion be taken to test that method. A long 
discussion followed, in which Messrs. Blair, 
Pascoe, Call, Chandler, Morgan and Berry 
were the principal speakers. 

Mr. Morgan said that there were eight 
States in the South which had been hereto- 
fore subjected to the ravages of yellow 
fever. He proposed that each of these 
States should vote for $100,000, making a 
fund of $800,000, that the Governor of each 
of the States should appoint a commis- 
sioner; that the board should select a presi- 
dent and forma joint commission, com- 
posed of men_ selected for their reliability 
and skill, and that this commission should 
have access to.the fund and to the use of 
any part of it wherever yellow fever might 
appear. 

After further discussion, the amendment 
was referred to the Committee on Epidemic 
Diseases. 

The conference report on the Deficiency 
Bill was presented by Mr. Hale. “The lar- 
ger portion of the disagreeing votes had, 
he said, been- arranged by the conferrees. 
There were four matters on which an 
agreement had not been reached. One was 
an item to pay the widow of Chief Justice 
Waite the balance of the year’s salary, 
the House conferrees insisting that there 
was no precedent for,it. Another item was 
to pay the year’s salary of internal revenue 
officials who remained at their posts in 
Florida and died there of yellow fever. 
Another was a proposition to extend land 


‘laws to No Man’s Land. Another was an 


appropriation for an industrial home in 
Utah Territory. 

Mr. Hale proceeded’ to state the argu- 
ments on behalf of this latteritem. The 
association was regularly organized, and 
was composed of many leading business 
men of Salt Lake. -lts purpose was to re- 
lieve, protect and care for dependent 
women and children, seeking to escape 
from polygamous relations.

The Mormon leaders per- 
ceived that, and had set themselves early 
and late against the amendment. He 
complained that a branch of the Govern- 
ment, not the legislative, had been so im- 
pressed by the opposition ofthe Morman 
Church that it ventured to set itself against 

the way marked out by Congress. The 
House conferrees would not agree to sev- 
eral parts of the proposition in any _ re- 
spect.

SAN FrRANcrsco, Oct. 2.—{By the Asso- 
iated Press.| The Honolulu Commercial 
Advertiser of September 24th, which was 
received here today by the steamer Australia 
from Honolulu, publishes some private cor- 
respondence from oflicers of the United 
States steamer Adams which gives ad- 
ditional and accurate details of the recent 
trouble in Samoa. . 

One letter, dated September 10th, relates 
to some of the causes which led to the battle 
between the forces of Tamasese and those 
of Malietoa. Among these is mentioned the 
factthat some time ago Tamasese issuecl

This occasioned great discontent, which 
was increased by the desire of Tamasese 
totake the name of Malietoa, that of the de- 
posed king, and which means Great War- 
rior, The chiefs would not grant him this 
honor, and the different clans took to the 
bush about September Ist. A few days be- 
fore the battle occurred those in rebellion 
had increased to about 4000 men, and Tam- 
asese’s own immediate family and tribe had 
deserted him and he had gone to Muliunu 
Point, a strip of German territory near 
Apia, and had with him not more than 200 
or 300 followers. 

An oflicer of the Adams states in his 
letter that about this time he was informed 
that Tamasese desiredito abdicate, but that 
Becker (the German Consul) and Brandeis 
would not permit him to do so.. The officer 
also states that on September 8th the Ger- 
man war ship Adler, under the pretext of 
protecting German property, but ip reality 
to protect Tamas¢gse, shelled a native vil- 
lage. The captain of tne Adams protested 
against this, but the captain of the Adler 
referred him to the German Consul, Becker. 

In a letter dated September 5th the 
officer describes the battle which took 
place on the 12th, as follows: “‘Shortly after 
noon we were aroused by a musket shot, 
followed immediately by volley after volley 
from the direction of Matoa point. 700 or * 
yards from the ship. It seems that the forces 
in rebellion against German rule and 
Tamesese had attacked the fortifications 1n 
the rear of the point. About six hundred 
men were engaged on both sides, though 
the revolutionists had one or two thousand 
men in reserve that were not called upon. 
The forces of Matoafa, recently elected 
king by the revolutionists, after several 
hours of brisk fighting, carried the en- 
trenchments and drove Tamasese’s men into 
the sea and upon the reefs. The last fort 

was taken by Mataofa’s people at2 a.m. on 
the 13th, and skirmishing was carried on 
for three hours longer, making an* almost 
continuous engagement of nearly fifteen 
hours.

The German Empress Still Indulging 
in Festivities. 

Municu, Oct. 2.—[By Cable and Asso- 

ciated Press.| A banquet was given at the 
palace this evening in honor of Emperor 
William. The Prince Regent proposed the 
health of the Emperor. The latter in reply 
said that, in 1870, the Bavarian royal house 
and people had given a magnanimous im- 
pulse to German unity; so had Regent Luit- 
pold been the first after the present Emper- 
or’s accession to help lift the cares that de- 
volved upon him in new and difficult tasks. 
In conclusion, he promised to maintain with 
steadfastness the Hohenzollerns’ friendly 
alliance with the Regent and house of Ba- 
varia in grateful remembrance of the mag- 
nificent reception accorded him. Emperor 
William will reach Vienna tomorrow morn- 
ing. 
VIENNA, Oct. 2.—The Abend Post, an 
official paper, says: “The reception to be 
accorded to Emperor William here will 
prove that the nature of the alliance has én- 
tered thoroughly into the understanding of 
the people. Noone now wistakes its inof- 
fensive character.” | 

FRANCE RESTRICTING IMMIGRATION. 

_ Paris, Oct. 2.—Owing to the increase of 
immigration into France, Presicgent Carnot 
has signed a decree regulating the residence 
ot foreigners in France, 

The decree requires immigrants to fur- 
nish a declaration with documents to prove 
their identity. The declaration must be of 
such nature as not cto evoke protests 
tounded on engagements to which France 
is bound by conventions. As no fresh tax 
will be levied, the new regulations do not 
affect persons entering France for business 
or pleasure. Visitors who intend to be- 
come residents must within a fortnight de- 
clare to the Mayor their own and their 
fathers’ and mothers’ names, their nation- 
ality, profession, wifes’ and children’s 
names, ages and nationality, and must pro- 
duce vouchers in support of their deciara- 
tions, In the eventof a change of domi- 
cile it will be necessary to make a new 
declaration, Persons at present residents 

in the country will be allowed.a month in 
which to comp!y with the decree. Failure 
to comply will involve police penalties, 
irrespective of the right of the Government 
to expe! offenders trom the country.

rom there they must have been driven 
nearly 600 miles before being rescued by the 
Respigadera. 

It is not impossible that. today some one 
among the ecosmopolite population on the 
city front wil! be found who can speak and 
interpret their language, and it will be 
known definitely where they eome from. 

Steps will be taken by the authorities to 
send them to their island homes. and they 
Will probably leave on the fropie Bird or 
the A. C. Haveitine, which sails for the 
South Seas during the week and be restored 
to their frienus, who must lonz have 
mourned them as lost,
